Keillors tire commonly supposed 


lo pitch all trade publicity mail in 
the waste-basket — thai uncom- 
monly large object around every 
newspaper offiee labeled "File No. 


Kul a sharp publicity man can 


bc.it the basket. In tact. I knoa- 
one who hos. He's the man who 
gets out Pine Parade, the monthly 
magazine of the employes of the 
Hawaiian Pineapple company — 
and I've got his December issue 
right hero on the desk. 


What was it that Editor Buck 


Buchwach put in his magazine that 
slaved my throwing arm and sent 
me scanning through 
his slick- 


pupcr pages? It was a dramatic 
story of. the pineapple growers' war 
with pests. I'll give you just the 
punch paragraph: 


"Will was a relentless 
foe to 


pineapple growers for many years. 
It wasn't until 1927 that the grow- 
ers found out what they were really 
fighting: Hungry mealy bugs trans'- 
ported to various eating spots by 
their private armada of nnts. The 
bugs get their food from the pine- 
apple leaves. 
In turn the bugs 


secrete a sweet substance which 
the ants very much like to eat. 
After a time, the ants pick up their 
'cows' (the mealy bugsi and carry 
them to fresh pastureland — other 
pineapple plants. 
Then when the 


bugs grow too old to secrete food, 
the thankless ants butcher and eat 
them." 


I confess I was glad to gel this 


smear story about Brother Ant. 


For untold generations Mr. Ant 


has been held up to the civilized 
world as a model of industry and 
thrift and Christian fovebearance. 
an organizer of vast underground 
movements, a leading exponent .of 
how to run a community by State 
Socialism. 


Of the Ant I had always under- 


stood that he: 


Operated 
a wholly 
regimented 
colony. 


It was democratic and every- 
body voted. 


They had free food and social- 
ized medicine. 


Ants, in'brief, were a model for 
the world. 


But that isn't how the pineapple 


man tells it. For his money, Mr. 
Ant is only a Socialist with his own 
crowd — when he's out on the 
town he's working the other fellow 
lor all he's worth, beginning with 
slavery, and ending with murder. 


I think we have something sig- 


nificant here — the decline and 
fall of a great human idol, the. de- 
struction of a myth •. . . the dis- 
covery that last year's textbooks 
m a y ' n o t be as truthful as this 
year's trade journals. 


And now that we have found 


out the whole truth about the Ant 
may it give pause to a world fixing 
to follow him 
underground into 
State Socialism. 


I should add in closing that under- 


ground isn't home any more for 
either the Hawaiian ants or their 
mealy bug "cows" — the field 
Kung sprayed Mr. Ant with DDT 
and the insecticide parathin fixed 
his "cows" . . . not very friendly 
of us rugged-individualist humans, 
out look at what we just found out 
about Brother Socialist Ant .

Before the final arrest officers of 
Bowie county, Texas, Miller, Hemp- 
stead, Nevada and Arkansas State 
Police worked together tracing de- 
scriptions and nicknames all the 
way from Texarkana to Gurdon. 


The second negro arrested was 


James C. Love 39, who was picked 
up at Texarkana and shortly before 
' Leonard Brown, -10, Hop- negro 
who has served two terms in pris- 
on, was jailed at Texarkana.

A trial iun Dec. 21 and 22, pro- 


duced the power, the AEC said. 


The- heat energy generated w;is 


removed from the rc-aclor by 
liquid meatal at a temperature high 
enough to generate steam to drive 
a turbine, the AEC added'. 


The tesls were carried on an ex- 


perimental basis, the AEC said, be- 
cause the 
breeder 
reactor 
can 


never generate large amounts of 
electrical power. 


The AEC said the experiment 


was not intended lo show that elec- 
trical power can be economically 
produced from nuclear sources. But 
the technical information gained by 
the experiment may be useful in 
the design of future reactors aimed 
at generating electricity at a com- 
petitive cosl, Ihe AEC said.
